The Solemn League and Covenant, The Ruthere | 
olen and Sanquhair Declarations, The Libel talled Cargil's Covenant, and the | 
late treaſonable Declaration at Larerk,- be publickly burnt at the Crois of | 
Edinburgh, by the hand of the common Hangman. And Ordains the Provolt, | 
Bailiffs, and Council of Edizburgh, to. be preſent, and to ſee the ſame ſolemn- ; 
ly done the ſaid day, betwixt Eleyen.and Twelve hours in the Forenoon, 
and to report. an account of their Obedience to rhe Council , the next /
